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The claims defining the Invention are as follows: 

1 . A parallel chord truss which includes elongate lateral chord members, of which 
at least one chord member is continuous along the length of the truss, in fixed 

engagement withapenetrable separating member.thelateralchord members 
having cross bracing means which permit access to the penetrable member. 

2. Aparallelchordtrussas claimed in claim 1 wherein the lateral chord members 
are manufactured from a wood laminate such as plywood. 

3. A parallel chord truss as claimed in claim 1 or claim 2 wherein the penetrable 
separating member Is an elongate sheet material in sleeved engagement with 
each chord member.

A parallel choRj truss as claimed in claim 3 wherein «,e separating member 
is of particle board. 



A parallel chord truss as claimed in any one of claims 1 to 4 wherein the cross 
bracing means consists of cross bracing members which are mufti toothed nail 
plate connectors which are nailed at each end thereof to a chord member on 
at least one side of the truss. 

A iDarallel chord truss as claimed in claim 5 whe-ein the cross bracing 
members are oriented generally diagonally across the penetrable separating 

member.
